WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—President Wilson has submitted the German plea for an armis 
tice and peace to the Allies and at the same time has informed Berlin that there can be no armis- 


| tice except upon terms that would make it impossible for Germany to renew hostilities.

given them this warning: 
“If it (the United States) must deal with the military masters and monarchical autocrats of 
Germany now, or if it is likely to have to deal with them later in regard to the international obii- 
gations of the German empire, it must demand, not peace negotiations, but surrender.

AMERICANS MAKE PROGRESS. 
(Reetme by Associated Prose.) 

The Allied armies in France 
and Belgium are still driving 
the Germans toward their bor- 
der, but the process is now com- 
paratively slow. 

On the sectors that are req- 
uisite to the stability of the en- 
tire German line— where a 
crash through probably would 
mean the immediate collapse of 
the whole of the defensive sys- 
tem—the most stubborn resist- 
ance !s being offered by the ene- 
my, and what gains are being 
made by the Allies are virtually 
foot by foot in the face of the 
hornets of the battle line—the 
machine guns. 

Particularly vicious fighting is 
in progress west of the Meuse 
River, where the Americans in 
their endeavors to overcome the 
natural obstacles barring the 
way northward to Sedan are 
faced by picked troops with or- 
ders to hold them back at all 
costs; in the region from Le Ca- 
teau to the north of Valen- 
ciennes, where the British and 
some Americans gradually are 
tearing their way through the 
enemy's front, and between 
Tournai and Audenerde, where 
the British also are hard after 
the enemy. 

PROGRESS 1s MADE. 

Notwithstanding the frantic 
endeavors of the enemy to main- 
tain their positions on all three 
of these sectors, material prog- 
ress has been made. Likewise, 
northeast of Laon the French 
on an eight-mile front have de- 
livered a thrust that carried 
them forward from two or three 
miles. Into the hands of the 
British have fallen 2000 more 
German prisoners, while the 
Americans west of the Meuse 
have also gathered in numbers 
of the enemy and a considerable 
quantity of hig machine guns. 

Veritable nests of machine 
guns are being encountered by 
the Americans as they attempt 

to press forward along the 
front from the Meuse to the 
town of Grandpre, situated 
north of the Argonne Forest, 
but in spite of these obstacles 
they have taken further ground, 
and at Jast accounts were steadi- 
ly keeping up their pressure 
against the enemy. Extremely 
heavy counter-attacks have been 
succesSfully sustained north of 
Grandpre, and on this sector 
particularly strong concentra- 
tions of enemy artillery fire have 
gone almost for naught. On the 
western bank of the Meuse the 
town of Brieulles has been 
taken, the enemy having burned 
and evacuated it and retreated 
in the general direction of Dun. 

FRENCH GAINS.

Searching the skies at night for Ger- 
man aviators has become the newest 
trick for the American flyers, who 
are already alluding to themselves 
as “nizht-air eyes.” When the ene- 
my bombing planes came in groups 
cne after the other on Monday night, 
the American night flyers went out 
in foree to hunt for them. Among 
the Americans was Maj. Harold 
Hartney of Pasadena, Cal., who got 
nearer to the Germans than any oth- 
er of the flyers.

Hartney said, “that I could see 
his tracer bullets at intervals shot 
through the air like lightning flashes, 
and I followed them here and there, 
but I could not see the Boche. Then 
I maneuvered and tried to get the 
German between myself and the 
moon, but I never could see him.” 
Those night patrols are continuing, 
even when the weather is cloudy, 
the American fiyers en out in re- 
lays until dawn.

ERMANY’S BLUFF CALLED. | 

President Wilson's reply to Germany’s 
third note has been delivered. Stripped of 
its diplomatic verbiage it says that neither 
the President nor the heads of the other 
Allied governments will hold any form of 
peace conference with the present rulers of 
Germany; that the only terms to German 


The President recognizes that the German 
rulers have made a pretense of reforming 
the constitution; but he calls pointed atten- 
tion to the fagt that no definite action has 
been taken fn that direction. 

The President recognizes that the German 
government has given heed to his second 
note to the extent that submarine attacks on 
passenger vessels have ceased: that the 
Reichstag pledges itself that the German 
armies in the field will cease incendiarism 
and pillage; and says that, in return he can- 
not decline to take up with the other Allied 


He follows this assurance, however, with a 
declaration that he is not at all convinced | 
that the German people are in control of 
their government, or are likely to gain imme- 
diate control. He says that the right of the 
people to decide questions of war and peace 


extends to future wars, but not to the one | 


now under way. In other words, President 
Wilson informs the German government 
that, while he will pass the request for an 
armistice along to the other Allied govern- 
ments, its acceptance is impossible for the 
reason that he would not himself agree to it. 
In the note dispatched yesterday Presi- 
dent Wilson reiterates the determination of 
the Allied governments to hold no confer- 
ence with those responsible for the conduct 
of the present war. If the German people 
will déthrone their present rulers; will 
establish a de facto as well as de jure rep- 
resentative government, and will approach 
the Allies with a sincere demand for an 
armistice and a discussion of terms of peace, 


a cordial welcome. But the only negotia- 
tions with the present government, which 
represents autocratic force and regards 
treaties as scraps of paper, will be conducted 
by the military force of the Allies. Ger- 
many must receive her answer from the 
mouths of the guns on the western front. 
There will be no parley with the black flag. 
That President Wilson read aright the 
nature of the governmental reforms of which 
the last German note spoke is confirmed by 
an address delivered yesterday by Prin 
Maximilian in the German Reichstag, an 2% 
dress which the Reichstag approved; a reso- 
lution which even the Socialists supported. 
In that address Prince Maximihan said that 
reforms had been proposed by the govern- 
ment to the Reichstag; but that these re-

“The German people,” he asserted, “will 
not resort to forms of government in which 
they do not in their hearts believe for the 
sake of foreign countries ,or to meet the 
needs of the moment.”

Judging from the tenof of Prince Maxi- 
milian’s address, Germany is forced to a 
position where she must fight with her back 
to the wall; but she will continue to fight 
rather than to agree to unconditional sur- 
render. The fact that the attitude of the 
Kaiser and his war lords was approved by 
the unanimous vote of the Reichstag shows 
plainly that the chances for an armistice at 
thig time on such terms as the Allies would 
dictate are remote indeed. 

The President's latest note has done much 
to clarify the atmosphere. Neither he nor 
any of his allies will treat with the Kaiser 
or with any of his progeny.

| ST DISCRIMINATION. 


Enforcing idleness ig certain to breéd 
contention and discord. The principle of 
one day’s rest in seven is a salutary one. 
It is dictated alike by religious, humanita- 
rian and economic reasons. 
enforcement of that principle is extended 


| to passing sumptuary laws designating a 
| certain day on which no work shall be per- 


formed and depriving of his liberty or his 
property any citizen who fails to observe 
‘that edict, certain other principles of justice 
and equity are violated. Experience has 
proved plainly that the surest way to awak- 
en a resentment against religious teaching 
is to pass laws compelling church attend- 
ance, and that the surest way to bring the 
observance of the Sabbath into disrepute 
is to pass unreasonable Sunday-closing 


laws, 


There is a division of opinion in the re- 


ligious world concerning the day of the 


week on which Sabbath should be observed. 
The Catholic church and most of the Prot- 
estant churches observe the first day of 
the week; the Hebrews and the Seventh 
Day Adventists observe the last day of the 
week. Chief Justice Terry of California 
held in a celebrated opinion that “the en- 
forced observance of a day held sacred by 
one of the sects is a discrimination in favor 
of that sect and a violation of the freedom 
of others. Considered as a munic- 
ipal regulation, the Legislature hag no right 
to forbid or enjoin the lawful pursuit of a 
lawful occupation on one day of the week 
any more than it can forbid it altogether” 

Mr. Frank A. Coffin calle attention to this 
Aecision of the California Supreme Court in 
a protest which he makes in behalf of the 
Pacific Religious Liberty Association against 
a proposed local Sunday-closing ordinance 
which will appear on the ballot in the No- 
vember election. He points out that there 
is now on the statute books of the State 
an act which specifically provides that 
“every person employed in the occupation 
of labor shall be entitled to one day’s rest 
in seven, and it shall be unlawful for any 


| employer of labor to cause his employees 


to work more than six days tn seven.” Vio- 
lation of the act is made a misdemeanor 
punishable with fine and imprisonment. 
Los Angeles has passed through a recent 
experience with a closing law. It was so 


Aigorous that all the druggists of the city 


were about to close their stores. Imagine 
what that would have meant during the 
present epidemic of the “fin.” 
fon forced its repeal; but its proponents 
have caused another Sunday-closing law to 
be placed on the ballot. If that should carry 
the Coun¢il could neither amend nor repeal 
it, however disastrous its provisions might 
prove to be. Another municipal election 
would be necessary to secure fits repeal. 
Compulsory Sunday closing, like compul- 
sory health insurance, ts one of the star 
laws enforced by the German Junkers. It 
was aimed primarily at the orthodox Jews 
in Germany and is a species of what the 
Junkers term “Jew-baiting.” All through 
Germany orthodox Jews can transact busi- 
nets only five days in seven. They close 
their establishments on Saturday, following

one; but the passage of laws compelling 
every citizen to observe a specified one of 
those days is an abuse of civil agthority. 
The Adventist and the Jew worship just as 
sincerely and faithfully in the observance 
of Saturday as a day of rest and worship 
as do the other religious sects fn the ob- 
servance of Sunday. Chief Justice Terry 
held properly that it is not within the prav- 
ince of legislative authority to discriminate.

So I told the plowman that I 
thought I could obtain the loan of 
a sober and able-bodied mule and he 
thereupon promised to go ahead with 
the plowing.

Inception Here. 


Federal Receiver Accused of 
Misappropriations. 


Former San Luis Obispo Man 
is Defendant. : 


That the charges against Howard 
M. Payne, Federal receiver for a 
number of oil companies, of using 
impounded oil funds for the pur- 
pose of assisting his personal credit, 
now on trial before United States 
District Judge Dooling in San Fran- 


proceedings in this city. more than 
a month ago, developed here, yes- 
terday. 

When United States District 
Judge Rudkin, of Tacoma, Wash., 


Was called here on September 7 for 
the purpose of passing on a num- 
ber of reports submitted by Le- 
ceiver Payne, A. L. Weil of San 
Francisco, attorney for the General 
Petroleum Company. and the Na- 
tional Pacific Of! Company, made al- 
legations to the court concerning the 
activities of Mr. Payne. Jucge 
Rudkin, however, refused to iuke 
cognizance of the charges until they 
had been regularly presented, and 
the case in San Francisco is the out- 
come of the complaint then made 
by Attorney Weil. 

The impounding of the funds be- 
longing to individuals and corpora- 
tions interested -in pending oil 
litigation began on April 12, 1914, 
when Judge M. T. Dooling appointed 
Arch E. Campbell of San Luis Obis- 
po as receiver for the Panama and 
the Obispo Oil Companies. On 
May 11, 1915, .Mr. Campbell 
resigned, and Mr. Payne was ap- 
pointed by United States District 
Judge Bledsoe, on the stipulation of 
the persons and individuals inter- 
ested. Mr. Campbell was named as 
an assistant to Atty.-Gen. Gregory, 
but he soon resigned that place. 

Later, Mr. Payne was appcinted 
receiver for a number of additional 
companies and at the time of the 
investigation just concluded in San 
Francisco, he was acting in such 
capacity for nineteen oil firms. The 
position was a remunerative one, 
Mr. Payne being allowed $600 a 
month and his expenses for the 
maintenance of an office in San 
Francisco, while his brother was al- 
lowed $300 a month for his services.
